THE STRUGGLE FOR POLITICAL SLPREMA 


CY—THE CANDIDATES AND PLATFORMS 


COMPARED—THE ADVANTAGE IN 


BOTH CASES LARGELY WITH 


THE DEMOCRATS. 


The contest for the political supremacy 


of the State for the next tour years is 
now ready to begin. The leaders have 
been chosen, and the principles upon 
which each party bases Ita claim for pub- 
lic support have been declined. No mat • 
ter bow ardent the desire nor bow deter- 
mined the effort to conceal the real issue 
from the public gaze, every intelligent 
man knows that it is simply tbe old 
struggle between tboae who believe in 
Quay and Qaayism and those who re- 
gard both him and bin system as A curee 
to the State and evils that ought long 
ago to have been driven out of politics. 


Comparison of Gubernatorial Candidates. 
As between tbe candidates presented 


before the people for tbeir choice the ad- 
vantage is largely with tbe Democratic 
ticket. Those who believe what la as 
:lear to the Intelligent man as the noon- 
day sun, that Quay is a corruptionist of 
>be most dangerous sort, and that his 
lystem la altogether vicious cannot have 
a very high regard for any man who has 
praise and praise only for him and his 
macbiue ; and still less most be their 
esr^ct for a judge on the bench who 
praises tbe political hypocrite who uses 
.he cover of the law to steal from the 
ireasury of the State. Though no sus- 
picion of wrong doing may before liava 
attached to Judge Pannypaokur, the sin- 
gle fact that he praise? what is wholly 
evil and lauds a man who pleaded the 
tatute of limitations through fear of 
naprisonment for one of his many evil 
leeds affords sufficient reason for the 
opinion that there is something wrong 
with his moral sense. 
When any man, 


,nd especially a man supposed to be on 
a high plane in the world of morals, 
comes out In open defense of one whose 
name is a synonym for all that is evil in 
machine politics, it is safe to conclude 
bathe is attar something for his per- 
sonal nse and that bis moral perceptions 
,re less keen than his desire for a politi- 
ealjob. 
If Permypacker is elected G-ov- 


irnor it is as certain as anything in the 
utuce can be that he will be a servile 
>ool for the man whose praises he siugs 
and who nominated him' for the gover- 
norship by means which Pennypacker 
would consider sufficient to send an ordi- 
nary criminal to the penitentiary if 
proved against him in his court. 


The Democratic candidate during bis 


ieveral terms of oliicial position has 
tood between the people and those who 
would plunder them, like a wall of gran- 
te. Had he been in the gubernatorial 
chair the pait three years and a half the 
State would have been spared the dis- 
:raoe that has been heaped upon it by 
the last corrupt Legislature and a too 
willing Executive. There is not an hon- 
est, intelligent man in the State who 
does not feel in his heart that Robert £.

If Mr. Guthrie had merely 
been seeking political advancement for 
the sake ot shining in the public eye, he 
might be content to accept without ques- 
tion the secondary honor bestowed upon 
him. lie went before the Erie Conven- 
tion, however., with a higher motive.

conduct of the men of the National Guard, 
it ia however given in order that none may 


getful ol the grese privilege they enjoy in 
visiting a field so hietoria and memorable 
as Gettysburg, lu order that every mem- 
ber of tbe National Guard may be fully 
informed as to the punishment that will

chief directs that this general order be read 
to each company immediately before louv- 
ing its home station to proceed to the en- 
campment, and at tlie first roll-call of the 
company iu oamp.

GENERAL MILLER'S ORDERS, 


Major General Charles Miller, of the 


National Guard, last Wednesday issued 
the following orders : 


I. 
The encampment of thn division 


of the "National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
at Gettysburg, Adams county, Pa., ordered 
by the Governor and oommander-in-chief, 
G. 0. No. 0 and 15, A. G. 0., o. s., will be 
known as Camp George G. Meade. 


II. 
The several batteries of artillery 


and troops of cavalry are hereby detached, 
during the period of the encampment, 
from their respective brigades, and will be 
formed into provisional battalions and 
squadrons under tbe command of the 
senior officer present for duty respectively, 
reporting direct to these headquarters. 


III. 
The positions for the cnmps of the 


several commands will be indicated by 
the division quartermaster; distances and 
spaces given by him will be accurately 
followed and maintained. 


IV. 
Camping parties at the discretion 


of the commanding officers in numbers 
sufficient to erect tents, etc., will proceed 
to Gettysburg not earlier than July 10, 
and will carry with them cooked rations 
for one day. 
The commissary department 


will tone rations to advance details begin. 
ning July 10. 


V. 
On Saturday, July 12, at 0 o'clock 


a. m., the |encampment will be formally 
opened by the national salute, immedi- 
ately after which the flag will be raised at 
these headquarters, and all orders relating 
to the discipline and routine of the camp 
will be in force. 


VI. 
The following hours for duty calls

. A DESTRUCTIVE STORM. - 


Much Damage Oono in Many Sections—Barns 


Unroolod, Trees and Fences Blown 


Down, Etc. 


The severest thunder etorrn of the sea- 


son, accompanied by high winds, was ex- 
perienced throughout Pennsylvania last 
Thmsday afternoon. The storm included 
Maryland alao in its sweep, causing a great 
deal of damage in Baltimore and the loss 
of three lives. 


From various parts of Adams county re- 


ports show that considerable damage was 
done. 
On tbe farm of Robert Sob river in 


Cumberland township the wind mill was 
blown over and the roof oi the hog pen 
blown off. In the same vicinity wagon 
Rhods were damaged by the violent wind 
and shocked wheat was scattered around 
promiscuously. 


On the land of the Government at Gulp's 


Hill, Round-Top, etc., abont a hundred 
trees were uprooted, many of them two 
and three feet in diameter. 


The wind playnd havoc with the tents 


already erected for the reception of the of 
fleers ol the National Guard. The tents at 
Division Headquarters and at the First 
and Second Brigade Headquarters, along 
the Emmitsburg road, were blown over, 
sime of thp canvas was torn, the ropes 
were badly tangled and general consterna- 
tion was created. 
Workmen were busy 


Friday and Saturday repairing the torn 
canvas and straightening tbe tents. The 
large commissary 
building along the 


lionud-Top branch, a building B4 by 32 
feet, wua laid flat. 
Many boards and 


scantling were splintered and carried gome 
distance. 
U appeared as if a cyclone had 


struck the place.

FOR HOGS AND OTHER MATTERS. 


Do not keep cream too long before 


churning. Those who mix old and new 
cream (as is done where only one cow is 
hept) may expect inferior butter. 


Milk absorbs odors so rapidly that if a 


piece ol' meat or flab is placed in a larder 
with a saucer of new rtilk the meat or 
flsh will be preserved to a certain ex- 
tent, while the milk will be so tainted 
that no animal will touch it. 


There is no excuse for a farmer to re- 


plant a crop because of the condition of 
the seed used, as any attempt to save 
money by use of inferior seed is sure to 
give results teat may be disastrous. 
There is but one kind of seed worth us- 
ing, and that is the "best" to be had. 


Trees that have been whitewashed are 


attractive, as they present a contrast 
with the green tinge of the leaves and 
grass, but the whitewash should be ap- 
plied several times during the season, or 
whenever It is washed off by rams. 


Every article produced on a farm has 


a commercial value. If not salable iu 
the markets it is worth something on 
the farm. Where large herds or 3ocks 
are kept the home market is better than 
any other, as the transportation of bulky 
materials is not necessary. The best 
way to ship bulky produce is in the form 
of meat, cheese, milk, butter and eggs. 


Awnless brome grass (bromus iner- 


rais) will be found excellent for use on 
driLtin(; sands. 
1C is a perennial, looks 


somewhat like blue grass and is suitable 
for light, dry, poor soils and resists dry 
weather. About 15 pounds of seed per 
acre should be used. It spreads by 
creeping underground stems or root 
stocks. It will not thrive on wet soils. 
While not aa valuable as many other 
varieties, yet it serves well on light 
sandy soils upon which no other grass 
will grow. 


In expeiimonts made in feeding straw 


it was found that linseed meal and cut 
straw fattened steers more rapidly than 
linjeed meal and hay, as the straw 
proved the better substance for separat- 
ing the linseed meal and preventing cloy- 
ing in the stomach. 
Cornmeal and cut 


hay, however, proved to be a better ra- 
tion than cornmsal and cut straw. 


Charcoal for pigs has been found highly 


beneflcial. 
When confined in pens pigs 


will consume coal, ashes, rotten wood 
and even soft bricks. This is due to the 
laek of certain elements in the food, 
usually mineral matter. Charcoal serves 
as a corrective, and may be used freely, 
but it is better to avoid coal and other 
very hard substances. Wood ashes con- 
tain a large proportion of lime, and if a 
supply can be kept in a box within easy 
access of the animala, with an allowance 
of freshly-burned charcoal, the pigs will 
make rapid grovrth and keep in thrifty 
condition. 


June has been a very favorable month 


for young chicks. It is in the late snm- 
mer and fall thac lice injure chicks. If 
the chicka do not perish they at least do 
not grow or make progress. Some (locks 
are liable to attacks of roup on cool 
nights if draughts of air ilow over the 
fowls when on the roost, but roup does 
not appear unless one of the fowls has 
contracted it from other flocks or unless 
pigeons bring it from outside sources. 


Turnips should be seeded this tnonth. 


The value of turnips does not consist of 
the nutrition only, but in the service 
performed m winter, when succulent 
fuod is not plentiful. A peck of turnips 
and a quart of bran will give better re- 
sults than the S'ime proportions fed sep- 
arate, as the bran is better digested 
when in combination with some bulky 
substance. Variety In winter induces 
larger (lows of milk, and any of the suc- 
culent root crops will give a proflt. 
Turnips cnn be grown quicker and at 
less cost than many other crops ov. the 
farm, and should never be left out of the 
rotation.

ING CENSUS INFORMATION 


—VALUES OF PRO- 


DUCTS, ETC. 


According to a bulletin issued by tlie 


census office on the statistic'! of agricul- 
ture of Pennsylvania there wore on June 
1, 1900, 224,248 farms in the abate, 
valued at $898,272 750. Of this amount 
$322,879,810, or 35.9 per cent, represents 
the value of buildings, and $675,392,930 
or 64.1 per cent, the value of land and 
improvements otter than buildings, On 
the same date the value of farm imple- 
ments and machinery was $50 917,240, 
and that of live stock, $102,439,183. 
These values, added to that of farms, 
give $1,051,629 173. 


Pennsylvania has 28,790.400 acres of 


land, of which 19 371,015 acros, or 67 por 
cent, are included In futrms. The total 
number of farms for 1900 shows an in- 
crease of 6 per cent in the last decade. 
The total acreage has increased slowly, 
the gain being 5 per cent since 1890 Th e 
total value of farm property d sresed 1 
per cent in the lust decade. Lancaster 
county has the largest number of farms, 
there being 9 437, with a total of 552,761 
acres, while York county ranks nexl>, 8,- 
091 farms, with a tonl of 519,354 acres 
in these farms. The average sizj of 
farms for the state is 80 acres, and varies 
from 33 acres in Philadelphia county, to 
149 acres in Huntingdon county. 


The average value of fi-ira is given 


at $4,006, while the value of live stock 
averages 4457 per far-u and the average 
expenditure for lubor to 1899 was $74 p>'r 
farm. The number ot farms in Penuyl- 
vauia has increased 10,700 or 6 per cent, 
during the lest two decades. The princi- 
pal agricultural products of the atafa are 
corn, tobacco, wheat, cute, barley, ry», 
hay and forage and potatoes. 


The total value of all live stock on 


firrras on Junel, 1900, was $102,439,183, 
of which 40 per cent represents tne 
value of horses; 28 por cent that of 
deny cows; 13 i jr cant tuat ol neat 
catUe; 5 pel cant that of swiiie; 4 par 
cent that of sheep; 4 that of poultry and 
3 per cent that of a'l other live stock. 
Exclusive of poultry and bei i not on 
farms, the total value oi live stock in 
the state is, approximately, $123,831,876. 


The totr1 value of dairy produce is e: 


timated at $36,860,110; that of ar'mals 
sold and slaughtered on farma is $27,- 
122,158, and the value of por'try und 
eggs is given at $16,231,908. The amount 
of wool reported in 1900 win 4 per < ;nt 
greater than that reported in 1890. The 
average weight of (laeces increased from 
Dve pounds to six pounds, indicating an 
improvement in the giade of sheep kept. 
. The largest area under wheat was in 
the southeastern part of the Btats, Lan- 
caster, York and Franklin counties es^h 
producing over 1,000.000 bushels in 1800, 
This section led also in the production of 
corn, Lancaiter county reporting 4,000,- 
000 busels, and York county, over 3,000,- 
000 bi'9. Oats weis raised extensively 
in the eastern section, several coun- 
ties showing yields of over 1,000,000 bn. 
each, liye was also reportc 1 largely in 
the eastern part, while barley wi i more 
abundantly grown in the < jntral porton 
of the state. 


During the year 1599 the stat) of Penn- 


sylvania produced 42,000,000 pounds of 
tobacco, which was valued at $2,959 304. 


The most important tobacco region m 


the state ;T the southeastern part, where 
Lancaster and York counties reported a 
total of 34,413,660 pounds. In Lancaster 
the value of the product was $1,991,446. 
In the northexn part of the state, Tioga 
county reported 2,812,330 pounds; Brad- 
ford county, 1,593,820 pounds, and Clin- 
ton county, 1,221,730 pounds. Other 
counties producing over 200,000 pounc'i, 
Chester, Lebanon and LyoominB. 


Irrigation has been carried on in the 


state for more than one hundred years, 
small Brers of bottom lands being arti- 
ficially flooded as early KI 1800. 
The 


acreage artiflcally watered in 1899 WM 
devoted principally to bay, more than 93 
percent of the total area Irrigated being 
this crop. A large part of this acreage 
was reported from Monroe, Northum- 
berland, Lehigh, Bucks, Berks and Lan- 
cntei counties in the southeastern part 
of the state. In 1899 the acerage of hay 
irrigated wei 758, and the value of the 
crop was $17,950, or $23,G4 per acre 


The value of irrigation m truck farm- 


Ing as an assurance against loss by drouth 
has been demonstrated in several coun- 
ties of the State, and the reports from 
irrigated farrns show a very large income 
per acre. The methods of irrigation on 
these farms vary greatly, and the cost 
is much higher than on farms where hay 
is the only crop irrigated. 


The water ia generally pumped from 


driven wells by steam power or wind- 
mills. In the vicinity of larga cities the 
farmers occasionally use city water. 
Notwithstanding the heavy original cost 
of engines, pumj i, pir js, etc., in nearly 
every instance the value of the irrigated 
crop reported wai equal to or exceeded 
the first cost. In 1899 the average value 
per acre of the products derived from 
irrigatad land devoted to truck farming 
was $330 43. 


The area devoted to the cultivation of 


flowers and ornaments', plains in 1899 
wfi 1,073 acres, and the value of the 
products sold therefrom was $2,240,076. 
These flowers and plants were grown by 
1,093 farmers and florists, of whom 734 
made commercial iloricultuie their prin- 
cipal business.
